Second-sight or mind-reading or 
thought-transference or telepathy ts 
not an ordinary occurrece; it occurs 
rarely and usually in connection with 
gifted individuals or “mediums” of 
some sort. If there weren't this wide- 
spread belief in the existence of per- 
sons with peculiar powers, there raver 


fous powers (which they acquire by 
making a compact with the Devil), 
there wouldn't be any witchcraft. 

The next idea that tends to pro- 
mote such beliefs is the emotional 
When some- 
thing very urgent and critical is hap- 
pening, something supremely impor- 
tant, ther you feel that you might get 
one of these impressive messages. A 
friend is dying and at the moment 
of his passing away, by accident or 
disease, you get a strong picture of 
the whole scene. This, like the belief 
that when an important person ts 
born, the event will be heralded by 
portents in the skies, is interpreting 
events for their personal significance, 
which is a vicious mental habit. Na- 
ture’s laws won't budge an inch for 
your convenience or urgency, and you 
may be as important as you lke. 

The third reason why such beliefs 
flourish is that of casual or inaccurate 
observation, noting the successes and 
forgetting the failures. A coincidence 
occurs; you are impressed by it; and 
you put tt down as a remarkable case 
of thought-transference. You forget 
that there may be a natural explana- 
tion, and you don’t make enough al- 
lowance either for chance or tor tno 
inevitable tact that the clue has been 
lost 

Our minds work sufficiently alike 
so that two persons with much in 
common in ideas and feelings and in- 
terests will find themselves saying the 
same thing at about the same time 
There's nothing mysterious in it; and 
it isn’t the facts that are so striking 
as to compel you to believe in tele- 
pathy to account for your experiences 
It’s a tendency to interpret your ex- 
periences in that direction just a little. 

When science comes along and ar- 
ranges these matters in a strictly ex- 
perimental form, it shows that there |} 
is no basis for the bellef. The results || 
are negative and those who think 
they have special powers don't do any 
better at telepathy than the rest of 
us; also we discover that there are all 
sorts of minute ways 6f conveying in- 
formation by involutary signs that 
furnish the basis for a guess or hint

Dealers in electrical appliances are also looking for 
a stimulus in the sale of these articles when the light 
rates cut goes into effect. 

With the sliding scale of light rates which is ex- 
pected to be adopted on November 15, namely six cents 
per kilowatt heur for the first 390 kilowatt hours, five 
cents for amounts from 301 to 1,000 kilowatt hours, and 
four cents for over 1,000 kilowatt hours, it can be seen 
that the more electricity which is used the cheaper will 
be the rate. 

The saving to householders will be 25 per cent on 
the first section of the domestic lighting rates to become 
effective November 15, alone, it is pointed out. This 
rate is said to compare favorably with other cities of 
Edmonton's size which have similar power facilities.
